In three hours the lower 
erd of the city, known is Rockette, was 
under water, and the scene there beggars de- 
scription. Two er three smal) stores were 
swept off with all their contents. 
Families who had remained in their 
houses hoping the flood would 
subside, commenced crying from the upper 
windows for help. Boats were brought and 
they were saved, but the larger portion of their 
furviture was lost. Two hundred families in 
that part of the city are houseless to-night 
and are camping on tke neighboriog hills. 
The whole of the Mayo street bridge, built 
by the United States military authorities, was 
swept off.

A CALAMITOUS_COMFLAGRATION.

Destruction ot a Portion oi the Star 
Glass Company's Works—A Pabliic 
Calamity— Heavy Hun- 

red and Forty Men Throwa Out of 

Employment. 

[F:om the New Albany Ledger of Yesterday.] 

At a quarter to three o’ciock this morning 
a fire broke out in the house of the plate-glass 
department of the Star Glass naam ge 
Works. The fire was first discovered at the 

north end of the oven- — upon the top of 

a locker, or ewpboard, used by the men as a 
place for ping their tools and the waste 
rags with the es —＋ and other 
machme ry. fire in the 
ovens at that end of * ‘buildin since 
Wednesday, and the oven doors were all down 
and the ovens filled with plate glass, which 
was to have been drawn this morning for 
tranefer to the grindmg and polishing 
works. How the fire could have originated 
there must forever remain a mystery, al- 
tpeugh the public will never be convinced 
that the fire was anything else than the work 
of au incendiary. 

Tve alarm was given as soon as the flre was 
discovered, but the flames spread with such 
rapidity that in less than fifteen minures the 
iu.mense plate oven building, 100 by 120 fee: 
io size, was a solid sheet of seething, boiling 
flame, linbting up — the entire town, aud 
the river for mules ing the smdilest 
objects visible in Portland and along the river 
store on the Kentucky side. 

From the plate oven house the fire spread 
to the pla 2 easting-house on the south, 
a building uare, and from this the 
flames communicated with the two window- 
glass houses, 60 by 160 feet in dimensions,

Ana now the scene was one of terrific gran- 
deur. Four acres of burning buiidings were 
hghting up the heavens with their red glare, 
while the crashing roofs and heavy timbers 
went down into the flery lake with loud re- 
porte, throwing up dense volumes of smoke 
and great clouds of sparks. The heat from 
this va t mass of burnipg lumber and timbers 
was intense. It was almost imposéible for a 
time for the firemen to 3 4 near enough 
with their hose to reach the burn — plle with 
water, and for a time it was fea that the 
two large bottle-houses, the pot-house, store- 
house, smithery, packing-house, office, and- 
other buildings would be destroyed. But the 
firemen worked nobly and * and 
finally the flames were stayed from their on- 
ward progress and held confined to the buiid- 
ings they were so rapidly devouring. 

The loss by this fire is immense, At this 
wriling we are unable to approximate it, and 
will give a summary of it, with the insurance, 
when we can obtain it. The works never had 
80 many and so large orders on hand as at 
present, both for window and plate glass. Of 
course these are all lost, for the destruction 
of stock, with the works, renders it impossi- 
ble for the company to all them. There will 
also be a large loss to the company in the de- 
lay that mu ms ensue before that portion of the 
works destroyed can be rebuilt. It is hoped 
that the window-house furnaces are not 
damaged so as to require their en'ire rebuild- 
ing. Ali the other furnaces, however, are 
ruined. 

By this calamity one hundred and fifty men 
have been thrown out of employment, and
